
The Defense Intelligence School initiated a new graduate 
level academic program in FY-74 which, upon receipt of 
Congressional authorization, will award the degree of 
Master of Science in Strategic Intelligence (MSSI) to a 
limited number of students annually. The purpose of this 
letter is to invite the Central Intelligence Agency, as 
a member of the United States Intelligence Board, to 
participate in the program and to give your Agency the 
opportunity to nominate one or more qualified civilians 
to enroll in the class which convenes on 5 September 1975. 
Those nominated who have present or anticipated duties 
with military intelligence personnel would probably 
benefit most from the program. 

In brief, the nine-month Postgraduate Intelligence Course 
(PGIC) serves as the core curriculum for the Master's 
Degree program. Additionally, the PGIC is augmented for 
those enrolled in the program with a series of elective 
classes in intelligence which are taught at the School 
by university professors , resident faculty and renowned 
government authorities. Following their graduation from 
the PGIC, candidates for the MSSI degree participate in 
a one year on-the-job practicum (successful performance 
in an intelligence or intelligence related billet) and 
must submit an original intelligence research paper based 
upon some aspect of their assignment. A comprehensive 
examination by a committee comprised of members from the 
School faculty and intelligence community is required. 

The MSSI degree program has been approved for implementa- 
tion by both the Director, DIA and the Assistant Secretary 
of Defense (Intelligence). The DoD General Counsel's 
Office has drafted the legislative proposal in support of 
it. Once Congressional approval is obtained, the degree 
will be awarded (retroactively, if necessary) to those
